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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report 
for  the  year  1957. 

The  population  increased  by  60  in  comparison  to 
the  Registrar  General's  estimate  for  the  previous  year.  Also, 
the  number  of  inhabited  houses  increased  by  13,  making  a 
total  of  818.  The  Council  own  168  houses,  this  figure  remains 
the  same. 


There  is  a drop  in  the  Birth  Rate  by  five,  with 
an  inoreaee  by  one  in  the  stillbirths,  but  again  no 
illegitimate  births. 

The  Death  Rate  is  down  by  half  what  it  was  in  1956, 
when  there  was  an  increase  by  eleven  in  comparison  to  1955* 

There  was  no  Maternal  death  and  only  one  infant  death  under 
one  year  died.  This  indeed  is  a very  satisfactory  circumstances. 
The  main  cause  of  deaths  in  the  district,  and  this  affected 
the  males  predominately,  was  Heart  diseases,  followed  by  Cancer. 

Of  the  notifiable  diseases,  three  were  recorded 
suffering  from  tuberculosis,  one  more  than  in  1956.  Six 
case  of  measles  occurred,  an  increase  again  of  three.  No 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Dysentery,  Para  typhoid  nor  Polio- 
myelitis occurred.  The  number  of  Vaccinatiors  and  Immunisations 
against  Diphtheria?  Whooping  Cough  and  Poliomyelitis  remained 
at  a satisfactory  level.  The  foresight  of  the  parents  is 
appreciated  in  accepting  these  preventive  measures,  also  the 
co-operation  of  the  General  Practitioners  has  contributed  much 
to  the  creation  of  a satisfactory  standard  of  health  within 
the  district. 

The ^ Public  Health  reports  on  the  Sanitary  Conditions, 
and  this,  dueAhis  industry  and  complimented  foresight,  appears 
to  be  satisfactory  The  Drainage  and  Sewage  disposal  arrange- 
ments were  improved  and  the  standard  here  again  is  favourable. 
Further  projected  schemes  will  again  improve  the  general 
situation. 

In  conclusion,  I thank  the  Clerk,  Public  Health 
Inspector,  other  Council  Officials  and  staff  for  their 
co-operation,  and  you  Mr.  Chairman  and  lumbers  of  the  Council 
for  your  interest.
